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Dumke is critical of college system budget 


“The California State Colleges can- 
not continue to offer quality education to 
our young people if we are unable to 
provide salary and fringe benefit programs 
which are competitive with other colleges 
and universities and which are sufficient to 
retain competent faculty,” said Chan- 
cellor Glenn S. Dumke about Governor 
Ronald Reagan’s 1970-71 budget for the 


California State College system. 

Noting that there is within the Ad- 
ministration a ‘‘desire to hold costs to 
the lowest possible level consistent with 
operating efficiency,’’ Dumke said that 
vital programs within the budget were 
either not adequately funded or included 
on the budget. Among those left out were 
the quarter system-year round operation. 


faculty research funds, and supplemental 
funds for an expansion of the Educational 
Opportunity Programs. 

One item on the budget of great con- 
cern to the colleges is the adrnustment of 
the Capital Outlay Budget from the re- 
quested $129.5 million by the Trustees to

Veterans Council condemns Academic 
Senate for draft resisters 


The Veterans Affiliated Council of 
Sacramento has passed a resolution 
blasting the Sacramento State College 
Academic Senate. The resolution con- 
demned the Senate for its action in 
recommending priority registration for 
draft resisters if Vietnam veterans also 
g-- priority registration, and urged the 
Board of Trustees of the California State 
Colleses to ‘‘take strong and public 
measures of censure against them.’’ 


The Academic Senate resolution in 
question was rejected by Acting-P resi- 
dent Otto Butz on the grounds that it 
neglected the ‘‘distinction between ideal 
morality and enacted law.”’ 

The resolution passed by the Veterans 
Affiliated Council stated that the 
Academic Senate action was “a 
deliberate insult to every veteran of the 
Armed Forces of the United States and 
particularly insulting to those wonderful 
young veterans of the Vietnam War, and 
would place the people of the State of 
California in the position of rewarding 


equally those who have served tneir 
country well and honorably and those who 
have chosen to aid our enemies by pub- 
lie ly disavowing their loyalty and 
refusing to serve.’’ 

The council asserted that the Academic 
Senate resolution ‘‘raises grave doubts 
as to the teaching integrity of the members 
of that senate and whether any veteran en- 
tering Sacramento State College could 
receive fair and unbiased consideration in 
his educational endeavors when attending 
classes conducted by any member of the 
group who approved this resolution. 

‘Approval of such a resolution also 
raises questions as to whether these pro- 
fessors are indeed acting in their capacity 
as educators or whether they as a group 
are simply attempting to discredit our 
laws and institutions and to destroy the 
morale of the college by creating doubt 
of those laws in the minds of the studert

Navarette attacks Dumke 
tuition proposals support 


Frank Navarrette, director of the 
Economic Opportunities Program at Sac- 
ramento State College, who is challenging 
Max Rafferty for the post of State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction, has leveled 
an attack against Chancellor Glenn S. 
Dumke for declaring himself in favor of 
tuition in the California State Colleges. 


In comparing Dumke and others with 
Zane Grey characters, he stated, ‘| 
watched with interest as the last ad- 
ministration at San Francisco State 
College fell, and Dumke was nowhere 
to be found. We've all seen or read 
about the troubles on campus, but we 
never find out that’s where Dumke is. 
Now, he’s prepared to abandon a cen- 
tury of traditional tuition-free education 
and after stating his position, he’s 
scurrying off into the underbrush again.’’ 


He pointed out that all such characters 
in Zane Grey’s books headquartered at 
a hideaway called ‘‘Robber’s Roost.’’ 

‘*it’s time we took a careful look at 
the Robber’s Roost in education — from 
Dumke and Max Rafferty right on up and 
down.”” Navarrette declared, **Education 
belongs to all the people, not just the 


favored few. The educational product is 
a direct economic asset to all California 
and has long been so regarded. The en- 
tire matter of tuition needs careful study, 
not the subservient services of a fast 
‘raw artist who’s gun is for hire.’ 
Navarrette pointed out that California 
is thirtieth on the list of states in terms 
of percentage of taxpayer income tax for 
higher education, He scored Dumke for 
coming out in favor of tuition of $150 
to $200 per academic year, contending 
that some of this money could go toward 
a student loan fund to heip needy students. 
‘*What Dumke is saying is that the college 
students of California should be raising 
their own loan fund,’’ Navarrette stated. 
He urged that the Board of Trustees 
of the California State Colleges ‘*stand 
firm against any political moves by Dumke 
until the entire matter is examined 
thoroughly, and with the best interests of 
education and California students as & 
prime economic asset fully in mind, Do not 
let Dumke fire his political pistol, then 
seek refuge in the hinterlands. Any 
facedown with Dumke should be in the 
light of de, — and in the full 
fllumination of the facts.’’

Hornet welcomes 
minority staffers 


Californians, like their pious counterparts in the north- 
ern statés, commonly thought to be free of racial prejudice, 
were jolted out of their complacency last month when Pasa- 
dena was ordered to racially desegregate its public schools 

In further developments last week, the entire Los An- 
geles city school system-—the second largest schoo! district 
in the nation—was accused by a superior court judge of 
“deliberately perpetuating segregation among students, 
and was instructed to launch integration plans 

These court orders seem to be the smoldering echoes 
of the 1967 summer violence and the riot commission re- 
port that followed. This report, the “Report of the Na- 
tional Advisory Commission on Civil Discrders,” did little 
to dispel what minorities have been saying al! along: that 
America is a racist country. 

The news media did not escape the indictment of the 
blue-ribbon panel. It criticized the news media for failing 
to meet the Negro’s reasonable expectations in journalism 
“By and large, news organizations have failed to communi- 
cate to both their black and white audiences a sense of the 
problems America faces and the sources of potential solu- 
tions. The media report and write from the standpoint of 
a white man's world. 

“The ills of the ghetto, the difficulties of life there, the 
Neygro’s burning sense of grievance, are seldom conveyed 
Slights and indignities are part of the Negro’s daily life, 
and many of them come from what he now calls ‘the white 
press’—a press that repeatedly, if unconsciously, reflects 
the biases, the paternalism, the indifference of white Ame 
ica. This may be understandable, but it is not excusable in 
an institution that has the mission to inform and educate 
the whole of our society,” 

We on the Hornet staff recognize the flaws in the in- 
stitution of which we are a part. At the same time we 
remind our readers that it is and has been the policy of the 
State Hornet to welcome all minorities to participate in this 
journalism course.

The movement towards women’s liberation has always left me be- 
wildered. For although | accepted the validity of women’s suppression, 
! could never understand how it related to me as a ( hicana until I 
entered college and studied the history of my ancestry. It has come to 
my attention that the suppression of women has continued for over one 
thousand years. This I have traced to the Aztecs and Spaniards. It 
seems strange to me that the “‘civilized’* people of the twentieth century 
have deemed it right and just to condemn the barbaric religion of the 
Aztecs and the cruel treatment of the Indians by the Spaniards, while 
at the same time approving wholeheartedly the subservient position 
at which they kept their women. 

Our society not only sanctions this depravity, but also practices it 
almost to the letter! As a result, countless human beings have been 
and are conditioned to live a life of subservience to the male sex. This 
is clearly a case of institutionalized prejudice against women! But 
this is a prejudice that, until recently, has not been felt because women 
had come to accept this as their natura} way of life. During this period 
of suppression, men had been able to i!!ogically justify a million 
reasons for treating women as slaves, housewives, prisoners, something 
of economic value, and (naturally) a sexual convenience.

THE MAN IS THE SUN — 
THE WOMAN IS THE MOON 


The same philosophy was that the women were to be educated in the 
art of decoration, adornment, and housework. They were to be taught 
the highest elevation of morality and religion and that women were 
created to hold a baby in their arms and to comfort and guide the soul 
of the man. One of the trickiest justifications for not allowing a woman 
an education was that it would bea catastrophe for her! For to compete 
against men would be to lose her ‘‘greatest power’’. This power de- 
scribed would be the facility with which she could apply her ‘‘natural 
attributes”’ to manipulate men. In other words; why educate a woman 
to compete with scientists, doctors, or engineers when she couid sub- 
jugate them with her virtues and dominate them with her purity and 
love!? This justification is the greatest insult f r it implies that were 
a woman pure and virtuous enough, she would be considered equal or 
superior to man. It also suggests that women who feel they are not 
considered as equals are somehow lacking in their natural attributes, 
therefore making them less of a woman. 

Within the Aztec culture, to be a woman meant that to be a mother 
would be your highest aim in life. Whenever a male was born there 
were numerous mystical celebrations and rituals which connected him 
directly to the gods. The mother became divine and precious for the 
suffering she endured in giving birth to a son. If a female were born 
she was meant to be his soul and serve him. The young Aztec woman 
was taught all the home occupations and instructed to: 


1) reserve her body for only one man 

2) give him her soul 

3) be faithful and happy 

4) make him feel strong and brave 

5) wait until her body was ripe enough so that together 
they could enjoy the fruits of life. 


These instructions are parallel with those that young women receive 


today, save one drawback. Since it was always the women who had to

The State College Board of 
Trustees’ regulations which gov- 
ern Sacramento State College re- 
quire that a student be continu- 
ously enrolled to retain the right 
to select graduation requirements 
in effect at the time he entered 
or reentereda curriculum of study. 
(A student may also elect to meet 
the requirements in effect at the 
time of graduation.) The term 
used is ‘‘continuous attendance’’, 
defined as attendance for a regu- 
lar academic year, except where 
such attendance is interuppted by 
illness or by military service. 

The College has and will con- 
tinue to have a policy whereby a 
student, who must leave school 
for either illness or military ser- 
vice, may obtain a Leave of Ab- 
sence, An approved Leave of 
Absence allows a student to retain 
his catalog rights (graduation re- 
quirements) upon reenrollment at 
Sacramento State College. Students 
on approved leaves have received 
a committment to be readmitted, 
upon timely application, if they 
return at the time designated, be- 
cause of the educational hardship 
inherent in interrupting their de- 
gree programs. 

There are other legitimate rea- 
sons for interrupting attendance 
which are not legally acceptable 
as a basis for the Leave of Ab- 
sence described above, The cur 
rent difficulty which students face 
in being readmitted after leaving 
college may be in part responsible 
for some students’ continuous at- 
tendance, even though it would be an 
educationally sound decision to 
withdraw from college. Students 
are reasonably reluctant to do so 
because they are uncertain about 
their opportunity to return, 

A supplementary ‘‘Educational 
Leave’’ policy that will allow stu- 
dewts to withdraw from college for 
a specific period, with readmission 
priority assured, is now in effect. 
No retention of catalog rights 
(gracuation requirements) is per- 
missable or implied under this type 
of leave, Students with education- 
ally reiated needs or hardships 
may apply for a leave of specific 
duration, not to exceed two calen- 
dar years or four reguiar semes- 
ters. 

Requests for Leaves of Absence 
must be filed with the Registrar’s 
Office prior to the period of ab- 
sence, Retroactive leave requests 
will not be approved, 

Students with approved F-duca- 
tional Leaves or Leaves of Ab- 
sence must reapply for admission 
within ninety days after the opening 
date of the application filing period 
for the semester they are to return, 
The State College Trustees’ Regu- 
lations regarding admission eligi- 
bility will apply to readmission as 
required by law, 

Students subject to disqualifica- 
tion or dismissal due to academic 
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fights 
Super 
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T-M TRAVEL 
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deficiencies or disciplinary action 
are not eligible for leaves of ab- 
sence of either type. 

Leaves approved for graduate 
students do not extend the time 
limit, established by the Gradu- 
ate Policies Committee or Trus- 
tees’ Regulations, for completion 
of graduate degree requirements, 


It is important to understand 
the difference between an Educa- 
tional Leave of Absence and a 
Leave of Absence because of the 
legal implications related to cat- 
alog retention rights. The foilow- 
ing information is intended to do 
this:

“Expo 70°” in Osaka, Japan, 6 
units of college credit and all of

*‘Comparative Criminal Justice,’’ 
unbelievable, but true!

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UCD law school slates open 
house for minority students 


How can minority group mem- 
bers legally bring about changes 
when they often lack the legal tools 
required to make those changes’ 
One solution is to learn about the 
law, 

Making minority students aware 
of the importance of a legal educa- 
tion and the opportunities in law 
is the aim of the Law School Open 
House on Feb, 21, at the Univer- 
sity of California, Davis, 

The all-day event begins at 
9 a.m, in King Hall and is spon- 
sored by the minority recruitment 
committee, which is made up of 
faculty and students in the Schoo! 
of Law. It is being presented for 
minority students currently en- 
rolled in California universities 
and colleges, Other interested 
minority group members are also 
invited to attend, 

The program will include 
speakers and papel discussion 
groups with minority group law 
students and attorneys. Par- 
ticipants in the program will learn 
of the opportunities in law open to 
them. 

“The Open House is being of- 
fered by law students at Davis in 
response to the social issues often 
identified with the urban crisis,”” 
says -CD law student Harry Mil- 
ler of San Francisco. 

‘‘Many students believe that 
citizens are losing faith in the law 
as the upholder of justice,’’ Miller 
continues, ‘‘We need to make the 
law more responsive to society’s 
needs.”’ 

Willie Lott Jr. of Oakland, 
chairman of the Open House, states 
that ‘‘many law students at UCD 
feel that many of society's 
institutions have been outmoded 
and ineffective, and unabie to cope 


with the present social crisis. One | 


of these institutions is the legal 
system itself, A great concern 
has been expressed on the issue of 
law and justice. The larger 
society, however,’’ continues Lott, 
“often views the problem in a 
narrower context of ‘law and 
order.’ Thus the legal institution 
is used as another tool to exclude 
groups from participating in the 
decision-making process which 
affects their lives.’’ 

Kellis Parker, assistant pro- 
fessor of law adds, ‘‘the law 
school must train leaders, not 
just technicians, for tomorrow’s 
increasingly complex world — 
leaders who must be aware of their 
greater socia! and moral respon- 
sibility .’’

Trustees vote to increase 
application fee 100% 


In a recent action, effective 
Feb. |, the Board of Trustees for 
the California state colleges voted 
to increase the admissions 
application fee to $20. Opposition 
to the move came from only one 
Trustee, William Norris, one of the 
few libera!s on the board, and it 
was by-passed, 

‘‘l am opposed to building even 
higher the fences around our coi- 
leges,"’ Norris said, ‘‘! fee) what 
we are really doing is to impose 
a tax on the poor and the lower 
income youngsters.’’ 


This move is indirectly related 
to the proposed idea of a cen- 
tralized admissions policy for the 
state colleges. As the situation 
stands now, students apply to the 
campus of their choice. In this 
way no accurate account of student 
applicants can be made and pro- 


visions for the overload be worked 
out, Witha centralized admissions 
policy, like that of the university 
system, the student would apply to 
the state college system, listing 
their three campus preferences. If 
the student qualified, he would be 
assigned to a campus, hopefully 
one of his choice, 

The increase in application fees 
will be used to improve present 
proce ssing methods of ap- 
plications, This though will not 
alleviate the problem, The money 
should come from the state, or 
else be used for conversion to the 
centralized system, The plight of 
the student though has worsened 
since he now has to pay $20 to send 
his numerous applications around 
to the campuses and application 
fees are non-refundable. He is 
paying more for services which do 
him little good,

apply themselves to rules, the men decided that they didn’t need any! 
Women became a popular game among men. The most popular version 
being that of making the girl break her rules, and broken, leaving her 
in order to find more attractive game, To explain why women kept 
quiet for so long is simple. No woman wanted other men to discover 
that was no longer ‘‘pure’’ or ‘‘virtuous”. Why did women wamt to 
remain ‘‘pure’’ and ‘‘virtuous’’? Because men dictated that she must 
be to deserve one of them. Does this sound illogical? Does this sound 
like man?
